AAR. CHAMBERLAIN’S VICTORIES. 
In some of the by-elections, or 
political skirmishes preliminary to 
the larger battle of the ballots, Hon. 
Joseph Chamberiain’s tariff policy 
has won significant victories. On 
‘Tuesday, elections were held in the 
Dulwich division of Camberwell and 
at Lewisham, to fill vacancies caused 
by the deaths of dir John Blundell 
Maple and John Penn, Conservative 
members of Parliament, who had rep- 
resented their constituencies for 
many years. The candidates sup- 
ported by Mr. Chamberlain were 
elected by large majorities in both 
districts—the majority for Maj. 
Coates, in the borough of Lewisham, 
being 2012, and that of F. Rutherford 
Harris, in Dulwich, being 1437. 
These majorities are somewhat less 
than those received by the Conserva- 
tive candidates at the last contested 
election (in 1892;) but they are re- 
garded by Mr. Chamberlain as a very 
favorable indication for his cause, 
under the circumstances, and consid- 
ering the stubborn fi®ht made against 
him. The fiscal question was made 
® prominent issue of the campaign, 
Mr. .Chamberiain, as the dis- 
patches inform us. “intervened with 
letters in support of the Conservative 
candidates.” 


Mr. Chamberlain and his support- 


ers claim that these elections are a 
complete triumph for the fiscal policy 
réedentiy put forth by the ex-Colonial 
Secretary. They point to the fact 
. that the voters in both districts are 
largely composed. of workingmen, 
and that the Chamberlainite candi- 
dates secured large majorities in these 
districts where the free-trade party 
had strong hopes of winning. The 
newspapers opposing Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s policy do not attempt to conceal 
their disappointment at the resuit, 
and urge the free-trade advocates to 
‘redouble their efforts, the London 
Chronicle remarking that “Mr. Cham- 
berlain is a power in the country 
which it would be most serious not 
to estimate highly.” 

The outcome of Mr. Chamberlain's 
campaign for the reversal of Great 
Britain’s free-trade policy cannot at 
present be forecasted with any degree 
of certainty. He is making a _ sys- 
tematic and vigorous fight in behalf 
ot the principles which he advocates, 
and there is no denying that he ts 
gaining many converts. The mere 
fact that there is admittedly a strong 
possibility—not to say a probability 
—that he will win, goes to prove 
that free trade (which has received 
the most thorough trial in Great 
Britain it has ever been given any- 
where,) is not the universal panacea 

for economic ilis that its advocates 

claim for it. Long-standing ideas in 
fil economy are being reversed or 


revised at a startling rate in Great 
Britain. It is not in the least impos- 
sible that Great Britain, as a result

kK SOVEREIGN REMEDY FOR LA- 
. BOR TROUBLES. 


We hear much about remedieé for 
labor troubles. Many schemes are 
proposed for “settling” industrial dis- 
putes. “The projectors of these 
schemes, &-general rule, seem 


honestly “to believe in the need and 


the efficacy of the various plans 
projected. Some propose compulsory 


arbitration. Others imagine that some 


kind of a “high joint commission” 
would serve the purpose. Others 
would have Congress and the several 
State Legislatures enact more laws. 
Still others imagine that the remedy 
lies in a “civic federation,” or some 
such extra-official organization. There 
is no limit to the number of eco- 
nomic and soeial quacks, and the 
“remedies” they would apply if given 
an opportunity. 

But there is one remedy for indus- 
trial troubles which the proponents 
of the various schemes overlook with 
singular unanimity. It is a simple 
remedy. It would be an _ effective 
remedy in the great majority of cases. 
It is simply this— : 

Enforce the laws. 


More laws are not needed. The 


honest and firm enforcement of exist- 
ing laws is needed—and very moch 
needed. Such an enforcement of the 
laws, as they stand, would do more 
than all else to settle labor difficulties. 

The enforcement of existing statutes 
is the prime necessity of the hour. 
Rigid enforcement of the laws against 
disorder in its various forms and 
guises would come very near to ac- 
complishing the great end sought, 
which is industrial freedom, and con- 
sequent industrial repose. 

Until the existing laws are en- 
forced, assuring to every man_ the 
enjoyment of his sacred rights of 
citzenship, there will be industrial 
turmoil; men will be wrongfully de- 
prived of these rights, and there will 
be irrelevant discussion of ways and 
means for “restoring harmony  be- 
tween employer and employé,” for 
“solving the labor question,” etc., etc. 

The labor question has 
itself, very nearly, into a question 
of law or lawlessness. With the 
laws enforced, and every man's 
rights tully protected, we should 
have industrial peace, vastly bettered 
conditions, both for employer and em- 
ployed, and greatly enhanced pros- 
perity for people of all conditions. 

The right of men to organize is 
denied by nobody. Their right to 
strike is conceded with equal una- 
nimity. If men who strike because of 
conditions which are unsatisfactory 
to them would stop there, and would 


go about their business not seeking’ 


to interfere in any way with their 
employers’ business, there would be 
no cause for cOmplaint in any quar- 
ter. But in nine strikes out of every 
ten the strikers depend for success 
upon their ability to prevent other 
men from taking the positions which 
they have left. ~ They count upon 
creating such a condition of terrorism 
and intimidation that other men, 
who desire to work, will not dare to 
take the places vacated by them. 
To the extent that they succeed in 
these conspiracies of violence, the 
law is violated; for our statutes and 
constitutions guarantee to every man 
the right to live under them in peace 
and safety, and to pursue such lawful 
vocation as he~pleases, without dic- 
tation or detriment. 

When citizens are denied 
simple, fundamental rights, the letter 
and the intent of the law are set at 
naught. 

Enforce the laws as they exist, and 
there will be no “industrial prob- 
lem,” for it will have been practically 
solved, without inflicting injustice 


upon any class, person or interest. 


Uphold the fundamental right of 
every man to live safely and to 
labor freely, and industrial “dis- 
turbances,” in the sense in which the 
term is generally understood, will be 
at an end. : 

There is no real requirement for 
the “civic federations” and like in- 
dustrial nostrums. The more they 
are employed, the worse will the 
situation become. The real require- 
ment of the hour is the enforcement 
of the laws in a manner so thorough 
as to make the freedom of American 
citizenship a living’ reality, not an 
empty name.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Remarkabiec 
cures of typhoid-fever patients are re- 
ported by Beth-Israel Hospital, where 
a serum imported from Italy and 
Switzerland is being used. Although 
the remedy has been in use more than 
three months, it has just been made 
public. In that time thirty cases have 
been treated at the hospital, which is 
in the most crowded quarter of the 
East Side. Not one of the patients 
died, and in some instances improve- 
ments set in before the fever had run 
more than half its regular course.
